The application has been amended as follows: 

In The Claims: 

• In Claim 1 , Line 10, the phrase, - -at least one moving- -, has been 
inserted between "the" and "cutting". 

• In Claim 1 , Line 1 1 , the phrase, - -at least one moving- -, has been 
inserted between "said" and "cutting". 

• In Claim 1, Line 12, the phrase "means is" has been replaced with 
- -blades are- -. 

• In Claim 2, Line 2, "means" has been replaced by - -blades- -. 

• In Claim 3, Line 2, the phrase - -at least one moving- - has been inserted 
between "the" and "cutting". 

• In Claim 4, Line 2, the "and/" has been deleted. 

• In Claim 5, Line 2, the phrase - -at least one moving- - has been inserted 
between "the" and "cutting". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
combination of Cheshko (US-2810436) and Mathey (US-4254679) would not be 
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obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention because the guide 
14 of Mathey would prevent the tension actuation of Cheshko and further Mathey has a 
solenoid for actuating the cutting mechanism. Furthermore, the combination of RU- 
2051080 and SU-1412940 does not teach or render obvious the combination of Claim 1 
including a cutting blade leaning against a counter surface which urges the cutting blade 
in the cutting direction. Therefore the prior art of record when taken as a whole would 
not teach of render obvious to combination of Claim 1 including the at least one moving 
cutting blade moving in the cutting direction leaning against a counter surface which 
urges said at least one moving cutting blade to pivot around the pivot point as the 
cutting blades are moved by the tension of the thread to be cut in a direction which lies 
in an angle with the counter surface. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mathey (US-4254679) is cited for disclosing a cutting mechanism 
in which the cutting blades are moved against a counter surface.
